Calligraphy is an ancient Chinese skill chat can 
be seen not only as writing with ink on paper, 
but also as a form of fine art. Its beauty is in 
the dynamism, rhythm and combination of 
lines which convey emotion in an abstract way. 
Yip Man-Yam is highly respected as a master 
of calligraphy and seal carving (a stamp of 
the artist’ signature). He combines traditional 
techniques with a modern style, adding a new, 
unique dimension to the craft. This scroll is 
a favourite poem of Man-Yam's which describes 
water boiling: ‘Small bubbles like crab

Khokhloma painting originated 300 years ago 
in che mid-Volga region of Russia, drawing on 
the decorative techniques of icon painters, fabric 
printers, jewellers, gilders, wood turners and 
carvers. In the unique folk art that developed, 
wooden utensils are covered with lavish 
patterns of flowers and fruit in scarlet, black 
and ‘gold’ effect lacquer. 


The Khokhlomskaya Rospis, based in the village 
of Semenov, is the biggest producer of 
Khokhloma-ware in Russia, and Taisia Akimovna 
Belyantzeva, having worked there for 40 years, 
is one of the factory's most respected artists. 
This set of decorative tableware, made by Taisia 
in 1978, demonstrates both rich imagination 
and technical accuracy, and is a superb example 
of her masterly abilities.

‘Set up in the 1870s to make tiles and 
architectural and garden ceramics from 

local clays, Poole Pottery rapidly established 
3 reputation worldwide for its simple, bright 
domestic wares. The Poole name became 
synonymous with elegant modernism, and 
itis still in the forefront of the craft pottery 
movement. 


Sally Tuffin, whose fashion designs with Marion 
Foale in the Sixties and Seventies were highly 
influential, has been working with Poole since 
1995. Her intricate and graphic pieces using 
the traditional Poole technique of brush stroke 
painting on a matt glaze. This dish and vase 
are evocative of the pottery’s famous pre-war 
period and are a celebration of both the 
heritage of Poole and the recent restoration 
of the Poole Studio.

The abstract patterns of Celtic art have 
fascinated mankind for centuries, their 
patterns best known through manuscripts, 
especially gospel books such as ‘The Book 
of Kells’ In such masterpieces the haunting 
beauty of the designs comes from a 
combination of text and illustration which 
reached its perfection in about 800AD. 


Contemporary Irish artists and designers 
continue to incorporate the traditional motifs 
of Celtic art in their work, and Timothy O'Neill 
is one of his country’s most highly regarded 
illuminators and calligraphers. This original 
work, In tempera on vellum, is 
titled ‘Colum’, meaning ‘Dove! 
in Gaelic and evoking the 
memory of Columcille or 
St Columba, the founder 
of the manuscript tradition,

For generations the tent makers, or ’khiyamiya’, 
of Cairo have created multicoloured hangings 
to decorate the interiors of large tents. Chant 
Avedissian is strongly influenced by Egypt's 
culture and often incorporates the motifs of 
the ‘khiyamiya’ in his stencilled paintings. 
This image uses ancient Islamic and Pharaonic 
images and colour to create an original work 
The forms and colours represent the Egyptian 
‘emotion; he says. ‘| am using elements of what 
has been done for a thousand years, but the 
combination gives it a contemporary flavour: 
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
